Threads on th einner cannula bering configured to engage an externally threaded 
portion of the spinal implant had not been claimed before and would require further search and consideration. 

With respect to the amendments in claims 1,5,9 and 1 0, the inner lumen disposed on the implant engaging structure is still considered to 
be a part of the inner lumen. Everything within the inner lumen is considered to be a part of it. Even though the threads may be a "part" of 
another "structure" within the inner lumen, this structure contains threads configured to threadably engage a portion of a spinal implant. 
Since this thread is within the inner lumen, it is consisidered to be a part of it and therefore, Winslow still reads on the claims.. 
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
